The New York correspondent of the Times writes as follows, 
under date March 23rd : — 

“Tt is beld that the last message of Mr. Davis to the Southern 
Corgress was a virtual offer to surrender, provided that General 
Lee and General Grant should be allowed to settle tbe terms of re- 
union. Even if Mr. Linocln refuse to entertain the proposition and 
insist that General Grant and h's subordinates shall continue to 
fight, until nothing more is left to fight with, it is argued that the 
result will be practically the same—that in the one case the war 
will olose without further carnage, and that in the other it will be 
brought to a violent and bloody, but none tbe lees speedy and 
satisfactory, termination. It is edifying, though in no respect 

ratifying, to note that as the prospects of pesce appear to brighten 
he friends and lovers cf peace sppesr to diminish іп num- 
ber. Thousands, if not hundreds of thousands, of influential 
people have waxed so fat upon the spoils and contracts, 
avd the immense expenditures of the strife, that they 
dread tbe too sudden cessation of hostilities, leat peace should 
draw in its train worse evils to them than those of war—the 
evils of a financial revolution, and the consequent crash and disap- 
rance of many a colossal and ill-gotten fortune The rapid fall 

n gold—fi/ty per cent. within a month—bas filled them with tribu- 
lation, and brought unpleasantly near to their vision the shadow ef 
a fast approaching bankruptcy. In addition to these are the zealots, 
the dcotrinaires, the war Christlans—the friends of a strong na- 
tionality, and consequently the enemies of State rights and State 
sovereignty, who do not desire that the war should end by means 
of ару compromise on the question cf slavery, or by the re-esta-

Ат the Norwich Assizes, Jane Smith, a lodging-house keeper, of 
Great Yarmouth, was charged with the murder of one Martha

CHARGE AGAINST A MEDIOAL MAN IN GLASGOW. 


Dr E. W. РкітснАКЮ of Glasgow, hss been taken into custody at 
the hands of the authorities. lt appears that Mre Pritchard some 
six weeks ago was seized with illness, her complaint being de- 
scribed by her husband as gastric fever. Mrs. Taylor, her mother- 
in-law, came from Edinburgh to wait upon her, aud of courte re- 


| sided in Dr. Pritchard's house. About five weeks since Ars Taylor 


was one evening suddenly seized with severe i!lness, and despite of 
the efforts of a medical gentleman whose aid was called in, died 
within а few hours. Her body was removed to Elinburgh and 
there interred. As for Mra Pritchard, she appeared for some time 
to be in a fair way of recovery. Sue had a relapse, when she wae 
attended by the same doctor whoso services had been engsged for 
her mother. But in this case also medical skill proved of no avail, 
and death supervened somewhat suddenly оп the Baturday. Dr 
Pritchard conveyed his wife's remains to Edinburgh on the Mon- 
day, although the interment was not intended to take place till the 
next Thursday. Meanwhile, the attention of the authorities had 
been somehow or other oalled to the case as one which called for 
investigation, and the result was that the doctor, on his return 
кою Edinburgh, was apprehended by the police at the railway- 
оп. 

A girl about eighteen years of вре, named Mary M'Load, who 
has been in the doctor's service for some two years in the capacity 
of housemaid, has since been &porebended by the pollos. It would 
appear that there has been an illicit oonuexion between her and tho 
prisoner iu times past; and it is said she has been heard to boast 
that if Mrs. Pritchard were to dio it was not unlikely that she might 

y her place. The authorities at Glasgow received a com- 
munication from Professor Maclagan, in which he states that 
antimony has been found abundantly in tha liver, sple:n, 
sud intestines of the late Mrs. Pritchard. The quantitative 
analysis was not then com A warrant was issued 
fer the exhumation of the y of the late Mrs. Taylor. 
One suspicious clroumstance which is spoken to by one of the ser- 
vents із that Mrs. Pritohard and Mrs. Taylor seemed somehow 
to become as to the food supplied to the former. 
The consequence of this was that Mrs. Taylor undertook 
— the mp of what was sopplled to her 
&ughter, end continued to do so up to the time of her 
own death. Then, again, another maid-servant states that 
on the Monday before the Saturday on which Mrs. Pritchard 
died she happened to taste a of cheese which 
had been gent down from that lady, and subsequently felt а burn- 
ing sensation in the throat, which was followed by sickness and 
vomiting. On the succeeding Wednesday this same girl was asked 
by Dr. Pritchard to prepare an egg-flip for her mistress. Tho 
dootor himself put in the sugar, aud the girl alleges that, having 
the mixture just before it was sent up to the patient, she 
was again attacked, and that more violently than before, with sick- 
nese and vomiting. The mixture in question, however, was not 
eaten by Mre hard, for it is stated chat immediately on tasting 
it she ordered it to be taken sway. Another point whioh derives 
significance from the of antimony in the body is the 
denial which Dr. Pritchard is understood to have given when 
asked if he had ever administered that poison either medically or 
otherwise to his wife. Meanwhile, in the face of thes suspicious 
circumstances, no intelligible motive can be discovered “ос tue per- 
tion of murder, if the crime hes really been commit d. It is 
that one of the servent girls. wi whom the doctur was 
too familiar, has been in the habit cf bes g that взе might 
one day be Mrs. Pritchard; but it seems іпооповіу that a man 
in Pritchard's position should resolve to get rid of his wife in order 
to put in her place an unpolished ccuntry girl. As to money 
m which bave been mentioned in the case, it sppears tha: 
Mrs. Taylor left £2,000 by will to Mrs. Pritchard. ihe money wan 
to be held by trustees for Mrs. Pritchard in life-rent, and for her 
children in fee, and in the event of Мга. Pritchard's death the in- 
terest was to be paid to the dootor for the upbrioginyg of Ша family. 
In this respect, therefore, it is difficult to see how Dr. Pritchard 
could reap any advantage from the death of his wi/o. Taking the 
whole circumstances into account, it will be reavily understood 
that the case is creating no small amount of speculation. 

Dr. Pritchard was however fully committed for trial on a charge 
of murder. A number of articles of bed sud body clothing, worn 
by the late Mrs. Pritchard in her last illness, were despatched to 
Edinburgh for analysis by Professor Maclagan. Most of tho articles, 
and moie especially the clothes, present certain atsine, and it 
it la deemed desirable that these should be examined, with a view 
to disoover whether or not they bear traces of poison. 

Tho Scotsman of Monday says :—* Tho particolar stage at which 
the ара in this complicated and exciting сале bas arrived 
renders it impossible that any definite statement of results can be 

blished for а few days. The chemical exsminstion of Mrs. 
Pritchard's body ie proceeding, and will probably be completed in 
the course of this week; but very special precautions have been 
taken to prevent any exposure of the first results obiained, and, яв 
some time must ејарсе before апу report will be made even to the 
suthorities, it is not expected that publie curiosity will be gratified 
for some days to come. We have grounds, however, for stating 
that the oase against the prisoner has sssumed a grave aspect from 
the result of а post-mortem examinstion slone of Mrs. Taylor's 
body.

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ANOTHER worker, who had done in his time a good day's work, has 
passed to his rest. On Sunday morning, at half-past eleven, Mr. 
Cobden died. Thousands of his countrymen, to whom the simple 
announcement wil come with much abrupiness, will mourn the 
loss cf a man who gave himself up with unmixed motives and with 
unwearied patience to the good of his country. It is well known 
that for many years past Mr. Cobden suffered from enfeebled сезі, 
and once or twice he was obliged to seek in warmer climates a re- 
fuge from the inhospitable winter of Eugland. The speech which 
he made at Kochdale towards the close of last year utterly prostrated 
him, and throughout tbis long protracted winter heshut himself up 
at Midhurst. Tue debate on the defences of Canada drew him to 
London. Well acquainted with the Canadian provinces and tbe 
Federal States, he wished to use his local knowledge and his 
powerful reasoning against a scheme which seemed on every sido 
delusive. But ke had quitted his retirement prematurely. А 
sharper attack of his malas y suporvoned; іп the middle of last week 
his condition ехоі:ей the gravest apprehensions of his friends, and 
on Bunday he died. 1: most strike many with surprise that 
Mr. Oobden should have been but а few monthé more 
than sixty усыз old.

out the kingdom. Wish indefatigable perseverance he travelied 
from town to town, addressing large meetings not unfrequentiy 
every night of the week, and entorcing the objects of the association 
with great aguieness, unrivalled /acilicy of illastration, and withal 
close and coherent reasoning. In late years hé Would often look 
back with regret to those laborious deys when, With unwavering 
confidence in the svanduess of his argument and the justice of his 
свав:, he fought a battle against odda which seemed to make it 
hopeless.

THE PROPOSED POLAR EXPEDITION. 


Ата rug, bs ihe Royal Geographical Society, held last week at 
Burlington House, the practicability of reaching the North Pole, 
taking either Spitzbergen or Smith's Sound as the base of opera- 
tions, was elaborately aiscussed before a very numerous audience. 
Sir Roderick Murchison, the president of the society, occupied the 
obair. Sir George Bach, Bir Edward Beloher, Admiral Collinson, 
and Admiral Fitaroy took part in the discussion, which was even- 
sually adjourned. 

Now that this question is revived again, a picture of Dr. Kane 
aud his companions, who went in searoh of Bir John Franklin, will 
not be unacceptable to our rea dera.

THE PROPOSED NEW POLAR EXPEDITION.—GROUP Or 
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DEATH OF МЕ. OOBDEN. 


We deeply regret to announce that Rishard Oobden, the great free- 
trade champion, died on Sunday, at Saffulk-street, Pall-mall East, 
and in the sixty-first year of his age. He had been in а deolinin 
ataa of health tor some time past, every appearance ia public balay 
followed, for the last few years, by & tit of prostration. He was 
residing et his country seat at Midhurst, bat came to towa, we 
uuderetaad, to speak against the Colonial Defences ВШ. The state 
of his health, howevar, forbade the exertion, and it was recently 
announced that some months must elapse betore he would be able 
to resume nis parliamentary duties. It tnrns out thet іп fact his 
parliamentary osreer had tnen finally closed. 

Mr. Oobden was born at Midhurst, in Sassex, іп the year 1804 
His father was a small farmer іп that vicinity, and bis $02, fiading 
there was no room for him ia that contracted sphere, left at an early 
age for Manchester, where one of his relations was engaged in the 
cotton manufacture. Here the energy, taot, and assidatty of young 
Cobden speedily began to b» felt, and he was promoted to the 
position of a traveller, or, as the class used at that time to be 
termed, a bagman.” In the commerolal room of the various 
hotels young Cobden was always a weloome inmate; and there 
were а fow years ag? old *'roadsters" who used to speak familiarly 
and affectionately oí their old companion, and who recognised his 
free-trade argument, urged with so muoh effect in St. Stephen's, as 
having been many years before employed after dinner in the oom- 
mercial travellers room. Pasbiag пів way upward he secured for 
himself a partnership in а considerable manufactaring firm, and 
іп the effort to ex'en1 his basiaess he visited the Uaited States and 
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also the empire of Russia. While mainly o aged in commercial 
transactions he always kept his eyes open to the roader questions 
of the political and social condition of the couatries ho visited ; and 
pamphieta on Russia snd the United States in their relations with

t was abou! time that the Anti-Corn Law League was estab- 
lished іп Manchester. but neither Mr. Gobden nor ме Bright were 
original members. When they did join they infused an immense 
amouat of fresh blood and energy fnto th» League. The country 
was divided into districts, subscriptions were raised, lecturers were 
appointed, but the whole interest centred in the peregrinationg of 
Mr. Oobden, Mr. Bright, and one or two other men, whose exer- 
tions at that time, wholly disinterested аё they were, present an 
amount of labour done and self-denial gone through which is pro- 
bably without a parallel outside the cause of religion. There was 
no part of the country which these indefatigable spestles did not 
visit, some of them five or six times over, and in every case large 
and esthusiastio a1diances hung upon their arguments. To them 
was also due the ides of — the Lesgue meetings in {һе metro- 
polis, held in Drury Lane and Govent Garden Theatres, for it was 
felt from tha first that to move London was tenfold more 
difisult than to move the provincas, while if London Were 
gained the cause was gained. Before matters had Bone so far 
Mr. Oobden sought a seat in the House of Commons. He offered 
himself for омар С as early as the dissolution which followed the 
death of King William ia 1837, but he was then defeated by a 
manufacturer whose works were in the town. In the followi 
dissolution, however, in 1841, when Lord Melbourne made his appes 
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to the country in favour of & 
fixed duty on corn, Mr. Oob- 


den offered himself , and 
was this time su ul. 
When Lord Derby came into 


power, in 1852, he showed 
bimself one of the bitterest 
opponents of the Conservative 
Cabinet, and under the pretext 
thatan attempt would ђе made 
to restore protection, he, in 
conjunction with Mr. Bright 
end his old friends of the 
Corn-law League, threatened 
a revival of that body and the 
agitation it worked. Whether 
they would have been success- 
ful or not шву be doubted, 
but the ousting of the Govern- 
ment by the coalition rendered 
the prosecution of the scheme 
unnecessary. Tbe war with 
Russia, which soon after fol- 
lowed, found in Mr. Oobden 
a strenuous opponent. The 
course he took їп relation to 
the war was very distasteful to 
his constituents, who at that 
time showed the feeling of 
hostility to Russia that was 
common to all their country- 
men, but it was not till а 
few years alterwarde that the 
connexion between him and 


nonem was dissolved in 
857, їп consequence of the 
vote condemning Bir John 
Bowring's conduct in bring- 
ing on the Obinese war, Mr. 
Cobden did not venture to 
offer himself again for the 
West Riding. He became a 
candidate for the town of 
Huddersfield, where there was 
already a moderate Liberal in 
the field. The result was 
rather humiliating to the 
champion of free trade. He 
was beaten by his opponent. 
For the next two years Mr. 
Oobden remained out ef par- 
liament, and spent a good por- 
tion of the time abroad re- 
cruiting his health, which 
even n, and indeed for 
some time before, had shown 
symptoms of weakness. But 
at the next general election, ; 
іп 1859, when Мг. Cobden BRA, c 
was in tbe United States, nis = : CY 
friends nominated him for the А № 
borough of Rochdale, and had ү! 
influence enough to return 
him for the seat. The issue 
of that election, it is well 
known, was unfavourable to 
the Oopservative party, and 
Lord, Palmerston or сэ more re- 
somed offior. In the distribu- 
tlon of offices hie lordship 
avoided the mistake whioh his 
colleague, Lord Russell, had 
made twelve or thirteen years 
before, and kept the president- 
ship of the of Trade, 
with a sest in the Oabinet, 
vacant for some time, waiting 
Mr. Cobden's acceptance. Mr. 
Cobden, on arriving іп Eug- 
land, hestened to the Premier, 
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and hed an interview with 
him; but the result wae that 
he declined the offer. He said 
afterwards nothing could be 
more handsome than the way 
in which the offer was made, 
and that if hie choice were 
given him the Board of Trade 
wes the office he would select ; 
but he did not think it would 
be right to take office under a 
man whom he had spent вэ 
much of his hte years in 
abusing. 

Mr. Cobden has the merit 
of having pursued a consis'ent 
course throughout his wbole 
Ше. What he was when he 
entered parliament, that ho re- 
mained to the end. He was, 
upon the whole, honourably 
free from indulgenos in per- 
sonalities. Whenever he spoke 
he was во fall of bis su‘ ject 
that he bad no room for notice 
of bie opponents, except as 
they were tbe advocates of 
principles which he bed un- 
dertaken to combat.  Henoe 
he has leít behind bim no 
acrimonious feeling, no per- 
sonal enemy, and his loss wil! 
be mourned as sincerely by 
those on the Opposition as on 
the Ministerial benches. 

It soon began to ђе whisper- 
ed that Bir Robert Peel wae 
shaken in bis corn-law epl- 
nions. In 1846 five years 
after Mr. Cobden had entered 

arlisment, there was no room 
or doubt, and Sir Robert in- 
troduced the measure which 
is now the lew of the lend. 
As soon as the contest was 
over a al was made to 
raise £100,000 by way of 
subscription in recognition of 
the services of Mr. Uobden in 
this canse, by which it was 
well understood his own pri- 
vate абећв bad become im- 
paired through his neglect of 
them. The proposal was 
warmly taken up in various 
quarters, and though the sen- 
guine anticipations of its pro- 
motera were nct realized, the 
handsome sum of £70,000 was 
raised, with a portion of whioh 
the small property at Mid- 
hurst on which the hon.
